ment. . 

Therefore’ thé British Govern- 
ment is “forced to the conclusion 
that the retention of the Minis- 
ter’s representative at the seat, of 
a regime so totally incapable of 
discharging the responsibilities 
of civilised. government is both 
useless and undesirable.”

of dying, much, of course, de- 
pends upon a‘ person's religious 
outlook. If a man sees death as 
the equivalent of annihilation, the 
entire annulment of personality, 


the. total cessation of being, it is 


not easy to see why he should be 
afraid of it.’ 

It is a different matter’ if a 
barbarous theology has peopled 
the Great Beyond with shapes of

+ Prisoner, however, maintained 
that’ the blow he delivered could 
not have led to death as the de- 
ceased ran out of the house and 
was seen walking along the road 
alive and well on the day follow- 
ing the night of this -assault, 

Prisoner admitted having 
buried the body on hearing of its 
discovery, but maintained that his 
assault could not have been the 
cause of death as the deceased 
had fallen down a ditch 20- feet 
deep. 

On evidence having been called 
that the deceased was seen ap- 
parently in good health the day 
following the alleged ‘assault, algo 
by the wife of prisoner as.to the 
deceased’s alleged condyct, the 
jury returned a verdict of “not 
guilty” after five minutes’ retire: 
ment, and the accused was dis- 
charged.

WOMAN'S DEATH. 


A QUESTION OF OPIUM” 
IN PILLS. 


FURTHER EVIDENCE HEARD. 


| At yesterday afternoon's re 
sumed inquest on a young Chinese 
woman who died at the Govern- 
ment Civil Hospital on April, 22, 
Mr. H. J. Armstrong, representing 


the deceased's husband, produced — 


a certificate from the Government.

The 
pills examined by the Analyst

‘!the pills supplied by deceased's 
father, 

The Coroner (Mr. Lindsell) in- 

timated that that could be done at 
the adjournment, : 
Mr, Armstrong said that while’ 
it was not alleged that the pills 
intentionally caused death, he put 
forward the suggestion that it 
was conceivable and likely: that 
they had inadvertently caused 
death, ' 

Li Pak-hoi, a practitioner in 
Chinese ‘ medicine, said he saw 
the deceased only: once at 9 a.m., 
on the day of ‘her death. She 
suffered from pains in .the 
stomach and both sides of the 
tongue. He thought the pain in 
the stomach, was due to flatulence 
while-that in the tongue he put 
down to fever. .He had never at- 
tended a case of opium poisoning,

COMET COMING. 


’ RETURN' OF PONS-WINNECKE | 


IN JUNE. 

3,500,000 MILES AWAY. 

The earth, on June 27 next, 
will make an extremely: close ap- 
‘proach to a comet’s head; on that 
night we shall be only three, and 
a half million miles from. the 
comet Pons-Winnecke (writes the 
Astronomical Correspondent of 
the ‘‘ Morning Post.”’) . 

There was much excitement in 
the early days of 1921, just be- 
fore the last visit of this comet. 
[ts calculated motion indicated 
that ‘its path’ round the sun 
almost intersected the earth's, 


and that the earth and comet, 


would arrive at the point of inter- 
section within about two hours of 
one another. 

It was hoped that this would 
result in an extremely fine dis- 
play of meteors, for it is pretty 
‘thick 
and heavy immediately in the 
wake of a comet’s head. Unfor- 
tunately, when at Iast the comet 
was discovered, it was found that 


the planet Jupiter had consider- 


ably disturbed its path—that no 
longer and its path intersect.the 
earth's orbit, and.that the two 
bodies would pass each other at 
n distance of rather: moré than 


- _ twelve million miles. 


Meter Showers Likely. 
Nevertheless, in 1921 a few 
bright meteors, undoubtedly the 
‘debris of. Pons-Winnecke's comet, 
were seen. This year, passing as 


’we do within a distance of only. 


three and «half million miles, 
it seems ‘likely that we may. have 
meteor showers; and those who 
wish to see them ‘should be on 
‘the lookout during the nights 
’ preceding and following Monday, 
June 27, ° >,

working, . 

To-day the station is a night- 
school where everything relating to 
signalling is taught to apprentices 
and linesmen, and where the ex- 
perienced can come for “refresher” 
lessons and practice. 

At the dead-end of the platform 
is n black-board, desks for 60, a 
sereen on.which lantern diagrams 
and pictures are shown and other 
schoolroom furniture. At the other 
end Is'a signa) enbin'with control of 
the devices on the 70-feet track. 


» Toy Trains. 


Along the edge of the platform, 
miniature track 


all-electric and electric-pneumatic 
signalling are demonstrated. The 
day of the sema-phore-arm | signal 
has almost passed... 

It would be a dream of a spot for 
boys, old ‘and young, interested in 
railway ‘working, but the object, ir 
severely practical, and plays an im- 
portant part in the safe and effi- 
cient working of Underground and 
tubes. 

So perféctly has signalling deve- 
loped,'so mechanical is the control, 
that it is possible to visualise the 
day when trains can be run with- 
ont drivers; when even mechanical 
forces can check any tendency to 
err on the part of the signalman. 

The luman element has been al- 
most eliminated, and signalling is 
as near fool- proof as can be. It is 
possible for a signalman to stop any 
train at any given point; if a train 
driver falls ill, or accidentally re- 
leases his hand from his wheel, his 
train automatically halts. 

As the signalman of to-day works 
his little levers—not the large ones 
of popular conception—he has in 
frorft of him an illumminted chart 
which by dark patches shews the 
progress of every train. 

The Safety Margin.’ 

There are x space of 500 to 600 
feet between all trains even during 

rush hours, and it'is automatically 
imposeibla for one train to come 
within a given distance of the pre- 
ceding one, 

The signalman’s Jever is locked 
until the train he has passed on haa 
gained ' a certain distance, He 
cannot make a mistake. 2 

_Even the signal lights themselves 
are proof against accident. Should 
a fault by any chance develop in 
the signal—say, the breaking of the 
green lamp—the danger signal of 
red shines unti) things:-are put 
right. 

When there is fog about. the 
signals are increased and: streng- 
thened, so that a driver is “met in 
the eye” with lights at certain 
points which tell him whether or no 
all is clear, In this way trains can 
almost defy fog. 

The school is open two ‘nights a 
week to all men.of the department 
who wish to prepare themselves for 
examination and pass out for 
vacancies as they arise,

A FASCINATING QUESTION. - 


What will be the development. of 
mankind in the future? A-remark- 
able German film, "Metropolis," 
suggests that the world will become 
“robotised"; men and women will 
become the slaves of machines and 
mechanical devices, ‘In the follow- 
Ing article, exclusive to the “Sunday 
Mail,” Professor A, M.-Low, the 
well-known’ acientist, discusses the 
fascinating question. 

Before one can vigualise the pos- 
sibilities of the future one must 
consider the changes . that. have 
taken place in the past.: Tha only 
real difference between life to-day 
and Iffe in the past, when we uged 
cheerfully to burn our‘ ancestors 


‘alive because we thought it might 


be for the good of their souls, is 
that-we now think and act, much 
more quickly, 

Speed and comfort are the’ only 
two changes that have taken place 
In the world, and now that ‘science 
has discovered that facts ‘as such 
do.not exist, it is becoming quite 
common for technicians to produce 
a curve of progress and to examine 
thereby; the probable tendencies of 
the future. 

The Line of Demarcation. 

We used to be taught that there 
was a sharp line of demarcation be- 
tween inanimate and living objects, 
but a slight knowledge of the atom 
and the common origin of matter 
makes it very clear that life exists 
throughout the entire ‘universe as 
one unending stream, All that the 
best of us can do is to attempt to 
visualise the manner in which this 
stream will flow. : : 

I have said that speed and com- 
fort are the governing facts of pro- 
wress, That speed is all-important 
ig very obvious. In one century we 
have progressed from the time when 
twenty, miles an hour was consider- 
ed dangerous, and when doctors 
told us that sixty, miles an hour 
would prove fatal to human life. 
Now we do, not: hesitate to look 
forward to the near future when 
we shall fly to India and talk and 


see those at home by means of wire-|- 


less, All these simple facts would 
have seemed no more than a ‘mad- 
man’s dream fifty years ugo. 

The world can only continue in 


‘virtue of changes, and it is ridicul- 


ous to imagine that greater altera- 
tions will not take place in our 
mode of life in the far distant fu- 
ture when our proud buildings of 
to-day have become mud and clay, 
The factor “comfort” fs of equal 
importance to that of speed, for the 
very excellent reason that mankind 
Is improving its mental capacity 
and is secking how, by means- of 
scientific and mechanical devices, it 


can avoid the physféal disabilities}: 


handed down to us by the genera- 
tions of animals who have gone be- 
fore. . 

That this animal life is still only 
a few momenta of scientific time 
away is casily proved. It is only 
600 years ago that the Pacific Ocean 
was first noticed, and 800 years ago 
in England we were burning . in- 
offensive old vemen at the stake be- 
cause children stated that they 
changed themselves into morass or 
rabbits. 

Creation uf Cellular Life. 

‘As yet science has only been able 
to continue growth of cellular life 
and not to create it, and as we can 
only accommodate parts of ovr body. 
to certain forms of labour by years 
of concentration, we have natural- 
ly determined not'to wait for evolu- 
tion but to control our physical dig. 
abilities by machinery. : 

We do not hesitate to wear 
glasses to-day: we do not hesitate 
to realise that before Inog our teeth 
will have gone, and we understand 
that the possibilities of bio-chemis- 
ry may permit us to feed children 
in order that‘certain peculiar facul- 
ties of the mind may. be developed. 
In the near future we shall prob- 
ably nourish poets’ differently from 
engineers, We shall probably treat 
children before they are born by 
ultra-violet rays of a nature yet to 
be_ discovered. 

The time may come when sunlight 
will be replaced by some  etheric 
artificial oscillation, and our cities 
will be so created that the huge con- 
glomeration of buildings ‘will. look 
like one huge’ house. It is incon- 
ceivable that the labour to which 
millions of people are now subject- 
ed would be permitted, or. “would be 


possible for the physical weaklings|. 


of the days I envisage. 

The point of my argument is that, 
since great changes have taken 
place in the past few years, the ten- 
dency is likely to “continue inthe 
future. Mankind’ is,-on-the aver- 
age, losing its desire for. physical 
strength, and ‘it is.only logical. to
